They have six 
schools, seven teachers, BOO scholars, five 


hurchen, five Sabbath school* and 373 profess- 


or* of Christianity. 


The surface of tbls territory is a compound 


of mountain, prairie and desert, embracing cli- 
mate varying from tfeat of Virginia to that of 
Maine. The mountain tops of the Bortb-wt»t«rn 
border, are cot ertd with perpttoul now. 
The 


eastern portion* art watered with numerous 
stream* ftttinjr the country for agrimiHure and 
manufactures, aid for a great oomaitrce when 
railways nhall have penetrated vast aoietHed 
spaces. Three great rivers, the Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and Arkansas, water tht territory. Tbe 
two first flow from West to East, and empty In- 
to the Missouri several hundred railtt above It* 
month 
A nraltitndt of branches, or forts, 


f»ed these river*. The Arkansni rise* In the 
Western portion of tho territory, and flows 
south-east, and after oroatlag tht state of Ar- 
kansas •mpttte Into tho Mississippi. The Ne- 
bra*ka river Is from one to three miles broad, 
and full of Island*, covered with cotton wood 
It I* open some fifty miles to steamer navigation 
The (treat emigrant route* to California and 
Oregon follow tbo North fork of toil river. 
The Fremont route, In 1848, waa upon the 
South fork. The Kansas I* navigable 150 mile* 
to steamer* 


The country Is not well timbered. Tbe elm, 
birch, maple, white oak and pine art found 
Much of tne country ta high table and prairie 
land. The Buffalo, deer, elk, antelope, prairie 
dogs, voontaln sheep, wild horses, turkey* (and 
occasionally a «rl*ly bear) abound. Tht white 
population, military, boater*, missionaries, trap- 
per* and squatter* of all sorts, do not altogether 
amount to 1000 souls. Tbe white* art 
pally located on tht Santo Fe road, and tht 
rente* loading to California and Oregon.

Slavery course was given by Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson, in the Tabernacle, a few evenings since 
Hi* mind is of th* transcendental stamp, aud | 
subjects of a practical nature do not often en- j 
gage hi* attention. He is the most unique 
speaker m our country, with an individuality a* 
dUtinct from the mnas as a tulip differs from 
a peony 
He has a remarkably clear enuncia- 


tion ; is not a warm, ardent, eloquent, Impulsive 
speaker, who electrifies your whole nature, so 
that jou forget yourself, the busy throng, even 
tho speaker himself, while your whole thoughts 
arc on the subject-matter of thu^ discourse — 
You always remember that it is Mr. Emerson, 
tb« scholar, the original thinker, the chaste and 
elegant writer 
He charms au nudienue by an 


unileiinable power 


I once asked a lady, who listened to a course 


of hi* lectures, what new idea* she had gained 
"Oh, 1 don't know," the said, " I cannot tell. 
I have a lot of vague and mystical ideas on 11 
variety of subjects, nod some raioy day I shall 
4 sort them oat' I only know," she continued, 
" that I was delighted with him, and should nev- 
er become weary hearing him lecture " 


I was greatly disappointed, several years ago, 


when I first heard him speak 
My imagination 


had clothed him personally in a beautiful ideal, 
which the reality did not equal 
This ia too of- 


ten tbe case 


Mr Emerson was vnry felicitous in his lec- 


ture on tbe present occasion, and hia highly-in- 
tellectual audience appreciated his ett'ovts, and 
wore much gratified to hear one, to whom they 
had often listened on leas important subjects, 
occupy himself with a theme which hns sudden- 
ly assumed so much interest in tha public roind 
It i* impossible tu report such a epetiker with- 
out giving the entire lecture, which your limits 
would forbid. I send you a few of his beat 
thoughts 


Mr Emerson said tbat he felt like leaving his 


own peculiar work ot a scholar, in apeakiug on 
a public subject, and ojsJy when a public event 
effects that class, doe* U aifact his own mind. 
All mankind aro comprised among itudentu, for 
the newspapers scatter seeds of knowledge ev- 
erywhere. Mr. E. said he lud lived all his life 
without uutTerlng inconvenience from Slavery ; 
never felt any check on his free speech or free 
notion till four years ago, when Mr. Webster, 
by hi* personal influence, nave the Fugitive 
Slave Law to our country, wnn itilife and soul; 
but it cost him hia life, and under the shadow 
of hi* name all kinds of inferior men have re- 
treated. Deservedly esteemed for 1m greatness 
and talent*, yet, because of tbe entire want of 
stamina in the public, he swayod rulers and the 
ruled. Thiserinoftd thesnAllownessof leaders, 
the wide divergence of parties from their al- 
leged ground, and that resolutions of public 
bodids are of no avail; also, the fact that men 
ar* not so bound to the right but that they may 
be led away by proclivity of constitution, blood 
and temperament. 


lie would not confound Mr. Webster with 


low and vulgar politician*; for he had a natural 
ascendancy of aspect and mien which placed 
him far above his ootemporaries 
His counte- 


nance, figure and manners were so dignified 
that, without effort, he was superior to hi« most 
eminent rivals, and be always drew crowds of 
people to it» him, wherever he went—for he 
made a fine figure in the landscape. 


ID his argument be was intellectual 
When 


his eye* became wrathful lamps, it was for the 
cause which be plead. He had a perfection of 
elocution and attitude; bis rhetoric waa thor- 
oughly wise and simple, and his perorations 
and exordiums were such as would not embar- 
rass his transition* 
He had everywhere pro- 


priety, and worked with that closeness of adhe- 
sion to the matter ia band which a joiner use*, 
and the same fitness that an oak or mountain 
has. He seemed born for the bar and the Sen- 
ate 
The history of tb» country has unfortu- 


nately given a disastrous importance to the de- 
fect* of this (Treat man's mind 
The moral na- 


ture, which give* neutrality and unity, was not 
proportionate to hi* intellectual nature, and 
hence come* the sterility of bit thought; for, 
though he ipoke with power, yet he bas not ut- 
tered a tingle aphorism that will be preserved 
in literature 


Four years ago tbi* very night (said Mr. E ), 


Mr Webster threw bis casting vote, hi* whole 
weight, on the side of Slavery, and effected, 
through, hi* personal authority, the passage of 
the Fugitive Slave Bill. Tbe question for pos- 
terity I* not whether be ean bring plausible ar 
gura«nt* to bear on hi* tide, or whether be i* a 
good tpeaeh-maker—but bow came be there ? 
Why did he take hia position on the side of 
abuse, oppression and chaos, instead of advoca- 
ting the great principle* of humanity and jus- 
tine? Why did ha tell the American people 
that they must put town their consciences, and 
become kidnapper* for Slavery t Like Brutns, 
be said, in effect—" Virtue, I hare followed 
th«e thrnofh life, hat now I find the* a shadow." 


It waa a question whether nun should he 


treated a* Uftlur, or the negro race ihould be 
u th* Indian* in Spanish America, a specie* of 
momy. Mr. Wobetor 4e«tde4 for tho contra- 
band tow. Hi* decision was founded oa eve- 
rything offensive to fr*e*»Bi and good moral*, 
with w apparent attampt to dabaaoh th* mantl 
tuntimert of tho elwgr and the ywth of tate 
country. Ho told th* people thay. onwt conquer 
thoir proju&loi* utt oatuMloaeoa.

which were established in Germany some fifteen 
j ears since, but were afterward prohibited by 
law, because they taught the young to think nnd 
reason for themselves, or allowed tho mind to 
be fhlly developed 
Of course, tbose trained 


in this way vionld never willingly yield to the , 
vote of despotism, or to the galling bonds of 
slavery. Consequently, the German authorities, 
fearing that their children would become gi- 
tiutn, proscribed these liberal institutions 


Mr. Wiebe designs to have children from 


two years old and upward, five or six hours du- 
ring each day, for the purpose of unfolding 
their mental and physical organizations in obe- 
dience to the law* of nature 
Diversion is the 


child's greatest need, and this want will be sup- 
plied, and little plays and amueemeuts will oc- 
cupy its attention. While children often pine 
for society, and are irritable at home, with oth- 
er children, under judicious jurisdiction and 
care, they become perfectly docile and happy. 
Mr Wlebe Is a self-sacriflcioff man; values 
money not for itself—for, if his temporal want* 
were supplied, he would glndly spend his time 
among children, and devote hia energies to their 
good. He is now engaged in teaching a school 
la Brooklyn on phonetic principles 
He also 


teaohe* his own language to savans, teaches mu- 
sic, <tc 
We hope that, should the institution 


succeed well in our city, that at least one " Kin- 
der Garten" will be established in every other 
It would be of especial service to those moth- 
ers who labor by the day, if they could leave 
their children in some place where their mor-
